After the body was j 
plno«-d ill the aack iilythe hid it until 
I dark. ThtMi he bound about the sui.-k. 
I with its bWdiiig oori)be. leutiieiii 
tlioiif^'s that ho fouiul in the stultle. 
\\ In ii night had falhni and the hill 
wi To ile-erted aud nileut. the murderer 
picKi d up his burden, liftvd it to his 
Bhoulder, Hiieaked out the side street 
into the dark, and all uuoliHerved 
reached the sewer, the cover of which 
he lift^'d, auil then dropped tlie sack 
into the dork h(de. at the bottom of 
' which he says ha oould hear the watent 
rubhiug downward to the ri \ or. 

Then the murderer realized that 
murders may committed, but thev 
c.iniiot be oonc^taled. Aft«r the sack 
hud been di-opiMtd into the sewer Hlytlie 
returned tu (Jol. Jones' house. Then ho 
went home. "I went to bed, " he said, 
"but I couldn't sleep at all, and I got 
up before tlie bun was up. I couldn't 
sleep because I couldn't forget what I'd 
gone uiid done." The next mornilig 
the muixlei-er went to the home of CoE 
Joiieti. Col. Jonfls' family luul not vet 
realize<l that the father had been 
murilered All that day, while the body 
of the old man waa lying in Ute aewer, 
they searche<l for hiin. 

All th« day the murderer was in and 
about the house. A do/.ou times that 
day he had been tearfully aftkod by the 
aged wife, the sons aud itaughters. if he 
hml hoard anything about Col. .Foues' 
whereal>outa. Kuowiiig that the old 
mau would never again oome bauk to 
the house the murderer lied oooUy and 
persistently. "I haven't Men de oolo< 
uel,"he said. "I haven't heard any- 
thing a'Lxjut him," he anawared. That 
night, Fridav, ha. want bocne late, and 
went to bed. "I ooolda't slaep^" he 
aaid. "and Sat rday moniiii' I got up 
early, and went down to Ool. Jonee' 
bonae. Ipaokedup my things. Mra. 
Jonee and Miae Jonee asked me if I'd 
heard auytldng. I told 'am I hadn't 
Then I went awav. " 

This, in brief, was the mturderer's 
stoiy^. Blythe. with his valise in hand, 
went to the Columbia station of the noi" 
row gauge railway, purchased a ticket to 
Mudisouville, got on the train, was 
frighU'ueil, got off the train, walked 
around the stittion, and wheu he oame 
back tho tmin was gone. The iTinrderur 
then w alked to Madisourille. The oiier- 
ator at Coiumbiu had read a description 
of Blythe and when he observed the! 
strange actions of Bl vthe ho ttilegiai)hed ' 
Madisonvillo to look out for him, and I 
then telegittphed Col. Deitsoh. Col. *

-The storm which 
swept aoroHS tlie prairies and struck 

Chicat^o Haturday night was without a 
parallel in the hihtory of tliis seetioii of 
the country. The records of the 1«k- il 
signal servi<;e show nothing approach- 
ing Saturday night's deluge. From it. at) 
to 9 :80 4. \1 inches of rain f elL With( >ut 
going into flguias, it may be state<1 that 
tho volume of water which fell inside of 
the city limits would make a lake on 
w hich could be floated the greatest navy 
iu the world. 

It is impossible to estimate the dam- 
age with any degree of accuracy. Hard- 
ly a house ill the city esoape^l the fury 
of the storm. Buildings were blown 
down, basements Ho<jded, plate glass 
'windows shattered and vahiuble shade 
trtws uprooted or broken by the fury of 
the gale, it is safe to say that the loss 
will reaidi into tlM htindreda of thou- 
sanda 

BItfhtUves IMS. 

During the storm an unooonpied three 
story bnok building, at the oomer of 
OaUev avenue and Tweuty-tirst stTv-ct 
was blown over on an adioiuiug cottage, 
completely crushing the latter, instantly 
killing ei|,dit and seriously injuring 
three of its oocupants. Two families 
lived in tbe cottage, the front part being 
occupied by Cornelius Ferdiuands. a 
blacksmith, with his wife aud foiu- chil- 
dren, and the reiu- by Charlea Buck, a 
laborer, his wife and three cluldioii. 
The wrecked (Mttiige caught fire from 
the ovei tiirned stoves in it, but the 
dames were soon e\tiuguiah*d and the 
work of rescue Ih-guii.

The Weekly Crop Bulletin of the Kei - 
tucky "<tate \V.»atlier Servi e in ('>)-ot>t r i- 
tioD with tiie U. S. Signal .Service for the 
week ending SaturdAy, July 27th, eay- 
that durinif the p ist week a nearly nor- 
mal temperature has prevailed, wiih a 
slight defluianoy of sunshine Rains 
l}ave b^n quite trenera! throughout the 
State, but were very unevenly disirib 
ute<i. The northern and eastern portions 
show a considerable excess, while in the 
southern and western portions a defi- 
ciency is reported. The amount in all 
sectione, however, has been amply suffi- 
cient for the growth of crops. 

During the week the nat harvest was 
about completed, and the yield is gen- 
erally reported to be fair. The thresbint 
of wheat is still progressing, and the 
grain is reported to be much better than 
anticipated. Some eomplaint is made 
that the i^rain is sprouMnit in tiie shotk 
in districts where heavy rains have fallen. 
Tobacco, corn and hemp are progreaeing 
finely. The indications are that the corn 
crop will be-unprecedentedly large. The 
only detriment to its growth is the pres- 
ence of weedsand grass in the fleldp, and 
which cannot be plowed out owing to 
»he damp soil. Ttie high winds of the 
26ih blew down some corn but did not 
parmanently iajnra it The prospect for 
fruit and late garden vfgetablee continue 
excellent.

There an- many looalitiaH of tho UnUcii 
8tat«s wliictli arc Htrauge to thv gHolngi- 
oal survf.v. W'liat wealth may li« dc- 
■veloped in tlifm is very largely un- 
ktiown, but a (;alculMtiou of the amoiui: 
of «nthriu!it« coal of the ooiintry, an.i 
the prol)al>lo consumption, reHiilts in a 
Terr well diMnon^truted ooncluMion that 
BQon depoKit« will be axhauuted within 
a century, while hitumiuouji coal wi.l 
not last longer than throe or four ceu- 
torias if there Ih no more new findti. " 

"When will the ooal oil and aatO:... 
gaa probably U; exhanstedf" 

"That ia inipoHsible to oalonlata. We 
can approximate the amount of deposits 
of the coal beds verr olosely, bat with 
oil and gas it iji different, as there is ou 
waj to tell how much a well will yield. 
We have only to wait, and we have no 
warning of tlie exhaustion of a supply 
in advance. The pressure forcing out 
the gaH or oil is etuiotlT the same 
throiighout the time is ia being 
work^" 

"Is the report of tho discovery of oil 
in the Rockies plausible?" 

"It is not at all unlikely, as oil has al- 
IM^ been found in that region at vsr^ 
near the altitude of 4,oOO feet, which u 
the figure given in deBoribing the loca- 
tioB M the ftud. But it is mther mors 
likely to be met in a rolling country. 
The lonnatiou of theee deposits ia very 
interesting, as you know the rocky 
■trataa of Uie earth on plains run quite 
levder only undulating; while in moun- 
tainous regions they are often found 
verv much broken apb sometiuiea the 
zoou standing on end or heaved up ia a 
broken maaa. Now, the condition that 
best invites the gaa and oil dejioaits is 
veiT readily uudarstood. Where the 
rooKy '8 strata ia unduling it foims great 
domes, which act as reservoirs for gas, 
which acoumulatea tliere as well as oil. 
The former, naturally the lighter, is first 
found, and tlien often when that is ex- 
hausted the oil below spouts up and be- 
low tliat heaviest uf thiwe artiolea conies 
salt water, so that when an oil well 
gives UD bi-iny fluid it is safe to Ha3' its 
wealth iniH be<ni proctioallv exhausted, 
tliouKli in Houje instaiMses tnere is a sec- 
ondh' tlow for a limited period. " 

"What will l>o done when theae de- 
posits art) exiiaubted?" 

"My opinion is that tliat tMncrgcnoy 
will l)e met by extn»ctiiig the liituiniii* 
oufl matter coiitaiue<l ia rooks, and 
which is foiind uli over tin- country. It 
would astonish those who Inive not 
givt'ii the suoji ot thought to Icaru the 
feprrilil'' aiurnint of thiH matter there in. 
The eartli would yield many liundred 
thousand barrnls per stpiure mile, and it 
is not extrava'.;ent U> say this amount 
w<iuld s\im u|> t<i a million barrels per 
square mile tor tho I'nited Hfates. At 
present only a veiy small poiiion of it 
win 1m.' e\tra<'t'<"il cheiuically. iind 1 must 
confess that I <loii t Ke<- liow it cmii 1k» 
extnioteil on a eommei'eial basis. But 
it OOUld in soii](!

"Where is tho gieatmt gas region of 
the United State s now looatedl'" 

"It is inehulttd witUa S.600eqaare 
miles iu ludiami. 

"There the r<H-ky strata of the earth 
forms a great dome, wluuh not only con- 
tains but also hM an aoomnalation ct 
oil." 

"Where will w* get oar oil in the 

future?" 

"That is difficult to ansHcr, but the 
most promising part of the United 
States, I should suy. i^ found on the 
Western slo^te of the 'Appalachian moun> 
tains, ninnuig from soitthem Pennsyl> 
vania, through West Virginia, eastern 
Kentucky, eastern Tennessee, into 
southern Alabama. This is a very broud 
belt, and ^ think in the future it will 
yield euormous quantities of iietroleum. 
Theie are other isolattfd b<-lts west of 
the MisKoini river, in the Rooky moun- 
tains, which promise very well,' though
